Albert Lin is an archaeologist. He uses different tools to explore archaeologi 
sites without digging. These tools are useful because sometimes archaeolog 
cannot dig. This can save time, cost and effort. Other times, archaeologists 
may not know where to dig. They may need to do a survey above ground. 
They can use this survey to decide on which places to research. 


There are many tools which Albert Lin can use. He can use photographs 
from satellites and drones. To find an object, he can use GPS. Once he 
finds something, he can search under the ground. To do this, he can use 
magnetometers and ground penetrating radar. 
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Here are some tools archaeologists use to explore the earth:

truth. Grounding truth is when you 
find out information directly from 
people or evidence. She visited 
people in the community and also 
used the internet to communicate 
with them.
